of intelligence to policy. Nothing would be mentioned of clandestine 
activities. There is a good deal of statutory and other open material 
available for such a presentation, which I have given before. We might 
also want to include some personnel-type information, such as the excel- 
lent insurance program we have, and possibly some medical information. 

U. The primary objective of the JOT Wives Briefing is to bring 
about a mutual understanding between a man and his wife in regards to 
his work. That work is unique in that he may not discuss it with her, 
but it must never come between the two of them. She must understand 
and be sympathetic to the demands that will be made on her husband 
and on herself if she is to be a source of strength to him. The wives 
will be called upon to make certain sacrifices, such as week-long periods 
of separation when the husband is at | | or sudden tours of duty 

to be taken with little advance notice. They will not begrudge such 
sacrifices if they believe in the mission of this Agency, and if they 
share their husbands' motivation. The briefing I am proposing is pri- 
marily designed to help realize this objective, an objective of importance 
to this Agency.
